Inquest Upon the Body of E 
E. W illis. 


MUKDER OF AN INDIAN 
GIRL. 


W itnesses Arrive From Yuma—Other 
Item s of an Interesting: 
Character. 


C jroner Meredith held an inquest yes­ 
terday at the undertaking parlors of 
Messrs. Orr A Satch, upon the body of 
Eugene E . Willis, who committed suicide 
on 8aturday evening by shooting himself 
in room 14 of the old Arlington lodsing- 
house. 
Officer W. X. Huston and Detective 
M. T. Bowler were exam ined, but their 
testimony was merely a repetition of the 
deUils as published in the columns of 
yesterday’s H e r a l d . 
The only new 
feature introduced was the testimony of 
Richard Raggett, the hackdriver, 
to 
whom Willis had written when premed­ 
itating his own death. 
Ho stated that 
he called upon his friend W illis, whom 
he had known for the part nine years, 
in room 14 of the Arlington, on Com­ 
mercial street. They ate and talked for 
some minutes, and W illis asked him to 
read a letter of bix pages which he had 
just 
written 
to 
a 
woman. 
Rag­ 
gett 
refased 
to 
read 
it, 
how­ 
ever, 
and 
Willis 
then 
directed 
an envelope, and after sealing up his 
letter injected a dose of morphine into 
his arm with a hypodermic syringe. 
As 
he was a confirmed morphine “ fiend,” 
this action occasioned no surprise to Rag­ 
gett, who arose to leave the room, prom­ 
ising to return in an hour. 
It was then 
nearly 7:30 o’clock, and as Raggett 
reached the main hall of the building he 
heard a shot fired in the direction of his 
friend’s room. 
He at once notified Mrs. 
Haack, the landlady, of w hat he had 
heard, and she inquired of the clerk 
w hether he had heard anything of the 
Shooting. 
He replied that he had not, 
but that he thought he heard a box drop 
to the floor a few moments previously. 
Raggett and tho clerk went to W illis’ 
room to invoBtigate, and found him ly­ 
ing unconscious on his back, in the mid­ 
dle of the floor, bleeding from a wound 
under I he right jaw. 
He identified the 
revolver as the one which he had lent to 
Willis some six weeks ago. 
The jury returned a verdict of suicide 
whilst of unsonnd mind. 


HIPPA’S DEATH.

Last night four Y uma Indians arrived 
in the city to be witnesses in the exami­ 
nation of Chango and McGill, who are 
ehvRtfd with the m urder of an Indian 
girl named Hippa. One of the witnesses 
Í9 the father of the murdered girl, and 
another is her sister. The murder took 
place on the Yuma Indian reservation 
on the night of the 21st of September. 
There had been a dance tnat night on 
the reservation, and there had been a 
pretty wild time, as is usual upon occa­ 
sions of tnat kind amongst the Iudians. 
It was found that Chango and McGill 
had been with Hippa and another squaw, 
and that the men had been freely sup­ 
plied w ith ; whiskey. 
None of them 
were at the dance, 
but took their 
fun in getting drunk. They had sev­ 
eral flasks of whiskey, and both the 
squaws drank whiskey. 
They di-i not 
give Hippa the raw spirits, she’ being a 
mere girl, but mixed what she drank 
with water. 
On the morning of the 22nd, 
in a gully near the house of H ippa’s 
father, tho dead bedy of the girl was 
found, lying extended at full length on 
her back and without any external marks 
of violence. The remains were carried up 
to the house, and the news soon spread 
among the Indians, who grew more and 
more excited as the evidence accumu­ 
lated that the girl htid been murdered. 
There were some discolorations on her 
body, and it finally became a certainty in 
the m inds of the bucks that Hippa had 
been kicked to death. 
l'here was an investigation carried on 
very secretly, and it resulted in sus­ 
picion being fixed upon the two Indians 
lodged in the County Jail. 


THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


A N ile l i t I m p r o v e m e n t l u t b e M a t ­ 
t e r o f A t t e n d a n c e . 
The Call Board of the Produce Ex­ 
change has been in existence now for two 
weeks. 
As has been stated, it was re­ 
organized with about seventy-five mem­ 
bers, but, its meetings have rarely called 
together more than teu or twelve, and on 
several occasions eo few were present 
that it was practically valueless as an es- 
tablisher of genuine market quotations. 
During the latter part of last week the 
attendance improved somewhat, aud it is 
believed that with the general improve­ 
ment of business likely to follow the ad­ 
vent of cold weather, fre?h vigor will be 
infused into the institution.

dealers’ establishments, there would be 
lees difficulty in getting together a con­ 
siderable num ber of buyers and sellers. 
Others' say that the trouble lies in the 
apathy of a good many of the members 
and their indifference to what might be 
their own best interest. Others say that 
tho neglect of the calls is merely a tem ­ 
porary m atter, and th a t when they have 
been continued soqgewhat longer they 
will be found so valuable to the mem- 
here that good attendance will bo a per­ 
m anent matter.

Of the ninety-eight prisoners at present 
in the jail, twelve are women, who, 
owing to the inadequateness of the quar­ 
ters set apart for them, are indeed in g 
bad plight. By some oversight on the 
part of the architect who designed the 
building, but four celia were built in tbe 
women’s gallery. The consequence is 
that when, as at the present time, there 
is an inflax of female criminals, two are 
crowded into each of three narrow cells, 
built to accommodate but one, four are 
placed in the larger cell, and the others 
are forced to sleep in the space between 
the steel ceiling of the cells and the roof 
of'the jail. Daring the warm wedher 
this portion of the jail is almost insuffer­ 
ably hot. 


A HORSE TRADE. 


A meeting of the Producers’ Union 
will be held this evening at the Oahnenga 
school house. This is an organization 
which came into existence several weeks 
ago, and bids fair to accomplish a good 
deal of good among the farmers of this 
section. Its membership numbers about 
fifty, and includes most of tbe growers 
of vegetables and fruit in and among the 
foothills. 
Its purpose is to bring about a 
better condition of things for prodnceru 
in widening the market for what they 
raise. 
To this end it is proposed to send an 
agent east this next winter, probably to 
Chicago, and have him undertake the 
work of placing the vegetable products 
of this county in that market. 
By the 
storage cars now in use these products 
can be shipped to Chicago and be placed 
on sala in first class condition within a 
ace 
of 
six 
or 
seven 
days. 
ie winter vegetable market of Chicago 
is supplied from the South, but a great 
section of this part of the Union is fre­ 
quently visited by frost, and no part has 
the favorable climatic conditions that are 
here presented all the year round. 
The producers believe that by an or­ 
ganized effort, they can place samples of 
their goods in the hands of some special 
agent in Chicago with the ultimate re­ 
sult of establishing a reliable and perma­ 
nent market there. 
Another object which the Producers’ 
U díou has in view is the pledging of the 
requisite number of acres to sugar beets 
to insure the location of a factory here. 
Papers have been circulated among the 
farmers of the Cahnenga district, and over 
5.000 acres have already been secured. 
The next thing is to secare the factory, 
aDd a vigorous effort in that direction 
will be made this winter.

Mrs. Leslia Carter says that there is no 
truth in the report that her engagement 
with Manager Gilmore, of Niblo’s Gar­ 
den, New York, has fallen through. Her 
eontract stands and will be carried out, 
and she will make her debut about De­ 
cember in a society play. Taken in con­ 
nection with Mrs. Potter’s disclaimer of 
having retired, mentioned elsewhere: 
this opens a heartrending prospect. 
Henry E. Abbey has dscided on the 
programme for the opening of Mme. 
Patti’s tour in this country, which begins 
in December. For the first night i 
varied programme has been arranged, 
and the diva will make her appearance 
to sing "Home, Sweet Home.” The first 
opera to be prodaced will be Romeo and 
Juliet, which Mme. Patti has never sung 
in the United States. Signor Ravelli 
will be the ‘‘Romeo/* 
The Folio is authority for the following 
statement: “Until the vocal art rests 
upon the basis it did 2 0 0 years ago íd 
Italy we shall never see upon the stage a 
race of skillful singers. There has been 
bat one great female operatic singer on 
the American stage for many years—one 
embracing a good voice, correct tone pro­ 
duction, and dramatic power combined, 
I refer to Mme. Pauline Lucca. 
One 
carea that has stricken vocal art is the 
modern operatic composer, who employs 
all the resources of the modern orches­ 
tra and burdens his score to that extent 
that the human voice is unable to com 
pete with its overpowering influence. If 
the singer in the later works of Wagner 
is to give the effect that this composer 
expects, yes, demands, then screeching, 
■boating and howling must supplant 
singing.” 
The San Francisco Examiner has the 
following to say about Kit, which wiU be 
produced at the Grand Opera House this 
evening and continue Tuesday and 
Wednesday: The ordinary plav-goer 
only knows that when he sees Kit he 
sees the originals of no endnf interesting 
scenes, and the suggestions for at least a 
fourth of the thrilling situations in the 
melodramas that deal with life in the 
South before the war. The steamboat 
explosion, the abdaction and duel have 
been reproduced, readjusted and refitted 
so often that until one remembers that 
nearly all of them were inspired by Kit, 
it is not difficult to see that veteran 
drama without wondering it has held the 
popular fancy so long. Kit is a social as 
wall as a dramatic relic. When Kit was 
written, the Judge and the Major, who 
wore as thirsty as the cellarman in the 
song, had not sank below the level upon 
which they could meet gentlemen, and 
their subterfuges wore never considered 
offensive, and were amusing, and they 
aro always interesting. The Alcazar 
company has not only furnished two of 
b gentry who could bear comparison 
with the boat inebriates in the old Cali­ 
fornia Theater Company, bat has given 


satisfactory representatives for nearly all 
the other ralos. Mr. Chanfran Junior 
gives a kind of desiccated rendering of 
the role to which Mr. Ohanfran Senior 
gave all of his dramatic vitality; and he 
holds closely to the letter of his father’s 
law, and pleases a great many people. 
After all, Oietto is not to be the last of 
Verdi’s operas. Its great success has 
stimulated him to a fresh effort, and he 
is at present at work on another score. 
He has taken refuge in the little un­ 
frequented watering place of St. DalmaB, 
where he finds the quiet without which 
he cannot work. It is curious that the 
new opera is founded on a subject which 
a brother-com poser attempted and in 
which he met with failure. Old opera- 
goers remember that it wa9 one of the 
charms of Mario’s career that he was al­ 
ways trying fresh parts and encouraging 
new productions. He was not content 
with a few triumphs, but urged his di­ 
rectors to put on the stage one opera after 
another, written by any one of that con­ 
stellation of composers for whose work 
he was the ideal tenor. He is now re­ 
membered only by his triumphs, but he 
had his failures. Iu 1854 he insisted on 
producing Bellini’s Beatrice di Tenda, 
[loomy subject, in which the composer 
ailed flatly. It was not the kind of 
theme which the writer of La Sonnam' 
bula could handle sympathetically. It 
failed so completely that even its pro­ 
d u cen is forgotten. Verdi finds the 
>lot full of dramatic opportunities. He 
s having the libretto rewritten. Otello 
has given him a taste for tragedy, and 
The Lute Player is to be the last of his 
grand operas.—[Pall Mall Gazette. 
Herrmann, the world’s greatest magi­ 
cian and prestidigitateur, commences an 
engagement of five nights at the Los An­ 
ieles Theater next Wednesday evening, 
derrman is an enchanter with seem­ 
ingly inexhaustible resources.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 
F a v o ra b le m e n tio n o f i l l A d v an ce 
by N ew Y o rk P a p e n . 
The New York papers in their com­ 
mercial columns frequently call atten­ 
tion in these days to the strides that are 
being made by the California fruit for­ 
cing its way into prominence in the east­ 
ern markets. A recent numbar of the 
New York Sun says: 
“ The California fruit trade in this city 
has increased over tenfold in three years, 
and the product of the Pacific Slope 
orchards and vineyards is now compet­ 
ing with the domestic fruit product and 
beating it out of its own boots, po to 
speak, in spite of 2,500 miles of disad­ 
vantage under which the Californians 
labor in comparison with local growers. 
Of course this doesn't mean that Cali­ 
fornia fruit is underselling domestic 
fruit in the New 
York markets, 
but that when domestic 
fruit is 
at its prime and most abundant all 
of the California product that can be got 
here sells in competition with it at 
prices from two to three times higher, 
and the California grower, despite the 
2,500 miles of freighting to a market, 
gets a much better net return than does 
the frnit-raiser of Delaware, New Jersey 
and other eastern orchard districts. 
There is every indication, beside, that 
the California frnit business here is com­ 
batively bat in its infancy, and that its 
ature growth, so far as balk of importa­ 
tions is concerned, will be arstartlinz as 
that of the last three years. This growth 
will undoubtedly lower the prices ob­ 
tainable for the California product, bat 
>robably not below figures at which the 
aciflc Slope growers will be able to net 
a fair profit, while local producers are 
struggling along from hand to mouth as 
for several years past.”

A circular has been issued from the 
office of the State Board of Trtde at San 
Francisco, bearing the signature of Wil­ 
liam H. Mills, who is Chairman of the 
Committee on Publication, addressed to 
California publishers. It deals with the 
question of what literature is best suited 
to be used as advertising matter and dis­ 
tributed from the “ California on 
Wheels,” the traveling exhibit which is 
to make an extended tour through the 
Eaet during the next season. 
It is plainly a matter of paramount im­ 
portance that an abundance of printed 
matter setting forth in the most effective 
manner the genuine advantages of the 
various sections of the State, should be 
in the hands of the party accompanying 
the exhibit. Last year complaiuts ware 
received several times that a very iuade 
qu&te amount of literature was placed at 
their disposal, and that much of what 
they 
had 
was 
not 
satisfactory 
Los Angeles was mentioned, however, as 
one of the few places which kept up its 
supply to the end. This supply consisted 
chiefly of the Board of Trade pamphlet, 
the Chamber of Commerce pamphlet 
and several circulars which were at dif­ 
ferent times issued by the latter organ 
ization. 
One of these circulars, for ex 
ample contained a complete statement of 
the cheap lands of the county, covering 
over half a million of acres. 
Both the Board of Trade and the 
Chamber of Commerce will this year 
publish annual pamphlets to be used as 
were those of last year. The Secretary 
of the Chamber, agisted by the Com­ 
mittee on Statistics and Publication, is 
already at work getting together the ma­ 
terial to be embodied in the new produc­ 
tion. 
The 
Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce pamphlet of last year was 
small 
affair, without 
illustra­ 
tions. 
Twenty-five thousand copies 
were struck off and used. The pamphlet 
of this year will contain a number ol 
illustrations, and 50,000 copies will be 
issued. Considering that over 800,000 
people visited the “California on Wheels” 
last year, it. will hoseen that there is 
need for this increased edition. 
The circular to publishers sets forth 
the fact, which will be readily admitted 
by everybody, that one of the best adver­ 
tising mediums for any section is the 
special editions of its standard daily 
papers. It asks for information with re­ 
gard to special editions which publishers 
have now on hand or propose to publish 
during the year. Special editions, it 
says, published in localities distant from 
the district to which they relate, will no. 
be distributed from the car. To quote 
the circular: 
Oar object is to advertise any given 
locality tnrough the medinm of its local 
press, and the good of this will, we 
think, be perceived by the journalists of 
this State. In the first place, represent­ 
ations relating to any county will receive 
greater credence at the hands of stran 
gers, if published in the local papers of 
the county, because it will be obvious 
that the matter they contain has passed 
through the regular editions of the 
papers, and has, therefore, passed under 
the observation of the communities to 
which the matter relates, and, thereby, 
has received the endorsement of the 
people best qualified to judge of the re­ 
liability of their statements. 
Papers 
published at distant places, issuing 
special editions relating to any locality 
do not hold the same relation of account­ 
ability for the statements they make 
which attaches to the local press 
of 
the 
locality 
treated 
of. 
Special editions of papers published 
regularly in any locality, and sustained 
and patronized by the community, go 
forth more nearly the expression of the 
community itself than special editions of 
papers published at distant places. 
What is desirable above all things is that 
the representations shall be truthful, re­ 
liable and unexaggerated, and that the 
community to which they relate shall be 
as nearly as possible responsible for all 
representations made. 
Each locality 
haB a right to be heard, and to make 
such representations as it believes itself 
to be entitled to make. 
We can rely 
upon the local press of the State to rep­ 
resent fully the advantages of the local­ 
ities in which they are published. 
Be­ 
yond this, special editions of papers are 
usually very creditable publications; and 
the community in which they are pub­ 
lished 
is 
a 
sharer 
in 
this 
credit. A . good paper, published in 
any of the interior towns of this State, 
going abroad, is a more effective adver­ 
tisement for the town than the very best 
edition which could be gotten up by an 
outside publisher. The press of the State 
claiming metropolitan character should 
be assured of liberal patronage at the 
hands of the board, and of a thorough 
distribution from the car, of the papers 
published by them. When such papers 
advertise matter of value in answering 
inquiries, and concerning the resources 
of the State, its growth, its progress, its 
prosperity or its desirableness as a place 
of residence, large editions should be 
distributed from the car. But specific 
representations concerning separate and 
special localities should be the province 
of the local press; and the issuing of 
special editions by the local press should 
be encouraged by the State Board of 
Trade.

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HELD TO ANSWER. 


T r i e d # e r 
S a m p l e W i l l 
F o r i e r y 
JaB tice Savage wae occupied nearly the 
whole of Saturday in the preliminary 
examination into the charge of forgery 
preferred against Mrs. L. E. Sample, the 
colored 
medium 
and Voodoo high* 
priestess. The defendant was charged 
by Public Administrator D. W. Field 
with having, on the 25th day of January 
last, forged a document purporting to be 
the last will and document of 0. L. 
flusand, deceased, with intent to defraud 
his heirs. 
The story of her alleged 
crime, which appeared in the columns 
of the H bkald at the time of her former 
arrest, is aB follows: O. L. Sue and, a 
barber doing business on Main street, in 
this city, was t hen sick in June last, and 
was nursed until hia death, which oc- 
cured after an illness of some three 
weeks, by MrB. Sample. During his 
sickness Mrs. Sample wrote a number of 
notes, asking for money with which to 
pay for modicine, to Frank Ey, the man 
who assumed control of Susand’s busi­ 
ness in his absence. 
These notes were 
delivered in every instance by the wo- 
wan’s daughter, a girl named Ida, and 
it was in a great measure owing to them 
that the forgery was traced'to Mrs. 
Sample. At Susand’s death, Public Ad­ 
ministrator Field called at the woman’s 
house and learned from Mrs. Sample 
herself that the barber, who had accum­ 
ulated considerable property, died with­ 
out leaving a will. He at once made the 
necessary preparations for the applica­ 
tion for letters of administration for the 
estate, but on the day prior to his filing 
of the documents Mrs. Sample, through 
an attorney named Robert Hardia, filed 
the following document for probate: 
Los Anobi.es, C al., Ju n e 25,1889. 
I, O. L Susand, being of sound m ind and In 
the presence of m y God, an d being In conntant 
fear of m y life, do m ake th la w ish: 
T hat all 
of my personal and real estate, in caae of my

This action on the part of the Sample 
woman, in the face of the statements 
previously made by her. raised suspicion 
in the mind of the Public Administrator, 
and he at once employed Detective Law­ 
son to make investigations. As the re­ 
sult of his enquiries, the forgery was 
traced to Mrs. Sample and she was ar­ 
rested, but was released upon a writ of 
habeas corpus. She then disappeared 
for some weeks, but her hiding place 
was discovered by the deteotives, and 
once more she was placed in custody. 
Another attempt was made to obtain her 
release as before, but it was ineffectual 
this time. 
The first witness called yesterday 
morning was Robert Hardie, an attorney. 
He testified that Mrs. Sample bronght a 
doonment purporting to be the last will 
and testament of O. L. Susand, deceased, 
to him at his office in the Temple Block, 
and that acting under her instructions 
and in good faith, he went ahead with 
the necessary preliminary ste pa cowards 
its admission to probate. 
Public Administrator Field followed 
with 
an 
account of his action in 
the 
matter 
of 
the 
administration 
of 
the 
estate, 
and 
detailed 
bis 
conversations with Mrs. Sample, in which 
■he positively stated that Susand had 
not left auy paper whatever at the time 
of his death. 
Deputy Oounty Clerk Frank B. Fan­ 
ning was examined as an expert on 
handwritiug, and copies of the will and 
the notes sent by Mrs. Sample to Frank 
Ey, photographed from the originals, 
were comparad by him, and shown to be 
remarkably similar in almost every par­ 
ticular. 
Frank Ey and Ida Scott testified as to 
the identity of the notes in question, and 
proved unquestionably that they were 
written by Mrs. Sample. B. W. Lee and 
F. E. Guthrie, two members of the law 
firm of Wells, Guthrie & Lee, who had 
done business for Soeand, wore exam­ 
ined, and both showed conclusively that 
the signature to the forged will was not 
that of the dead barber. O. E. Tyler, 
the photographer, swore to having taken 
the photograph filed in evidence from 
the original document; and the testi­ 
mony tor the prosecution closed with 
that of W. A. Susand, a brother of the 
deceased. 
For the defense, the only witness 
placed on the stand was W. W. Free­ 
man, a former employee of the Lawson 
Detective Agency, from whom the de­ 
fendant’s attorney attempted to find out 
some of the workings of that office. Au 
effort was then made for a continuance 
until Monday, on the ground that a ma­ 
terial witness for the defense, E. F. 
Spence was absent. As, however, the 
defendant’s attorney refused to file an 
affidavit or to allow the defendant to be 
examined in support of the motion, it 
was deniod by the Court, and Mrs. Sam- 
8le was held to answer to the charge in 
le Superior Court under bonds in the 
sum of $2,500.

One of the wonders accompanying the 
petroleum development of the couutry 
w&8 the discovery of natural gas and its 
Application to the purposes of the m anu­ 
facturer. 
Through its use as a sub­ 
stitute for coal Fittsburg was revolution­ 
ised, and ita old nick-nam e 
of the 
“ Smoky City” became a misnomer. For 
years after its discovery, and indeed un­ 
til the present day, heavy clouds of sooty 
carbon no longer im pended over the city, 
descending in flakes which tinged the 
houseB with a somber hue, and making 
clean linen a thing impossible. 
But it 
looks as if the relief frpua thig old style 
of thing is to be only temporary, and as 
if the tremendous coal deposits which 
seam the earth on every side between 
Pittsburg and Johnstown will be again 
brought into play. The gas wells seem 
to be giving out. This fact first made 
itself apparent in the Ohio valley, where, 
indeed, natural gas was first applied to 
the uses of man. It was at East Liver 
pool, just over the Pennsylvania line, 
in Ohio, that natural gas was first 
utilized ior purposes 
of illumination 
and fuel, and naturally enough it is 
in Ohio that the first signs of exhaustion 
m ade themseíves apparent. 
A recent 
i&ue of the Pittsburg Chronicle has this 
to say on the subject: 
The iron and glass industry of the 
country will continue to center arouni 
Pittsburg. 
The natural gas in the Ohio valley is 
becoming scarcer than ever, and the 
majority of the largest manufacturers 
are gradually resuming the use of coal. 
President McBride, of the National 
Miners* Protective Union passed through 
this city, and he stated that miDing in 
the Ohio valley íb getting very brisk 
again. Most of the glass factories at 
Bellaire are operated by coal at present. 
Two steel plants at Benwood have aban­ 
doned the use of natural gas and re­ 
sumed coal. 
They have, bo far, been 
unable to get a sufficient amount of coal 
to supply tbeir dem ands. The Crescent 
Mills have gone back to the use of black 
diamond as their fuel. 
The Belmont 
Mill uses the same, and so does the Ben- 
wood Mill. The Riverside Iron Works, 
near Wheeling, had 
been using coai 
until their machinery broke down a few 
days ago. 
■ 
.ffiA gentleman who is prominently con­ 
nected with one of the oldest iron workB 
in the Ohio valley stated this morning 
“ The days of the mushroom factories 
are about over. Th. re is not a factory 
in Findlay, Bellaire or Wheeling using 
gas, which does not have to close for sev 
eral days during each week on account 
of scarcity of gas. This fact has mad.-, 
it patent to all manufacturers that gas is 
rapidly going the downward path. The 
natural consequence will be that most of 
them will have to go back to coal alto­ 
gether. The inevitable result will be 
th a t the corporations which started 
the glass and iron business simply be 
canse they were offered free fuel must 
eventually drop out of the m arket alto- 
Cther. W hy ? Because as soon as they 
,ve to pay a good price for coal they 
cannot undersell the Pittsburg market 
any longer if they intend to make any 
profit at all. This, of course, will cause 
them to drop out of the field of competi­ 
tion. So far they have only been able to 
do business at all because they were 
able to offer glass or iron lower than 
Pittsburg, but a soon as they raise their 
scale their customers will go back again 
to their old producers. 
“ All the mines in the Ohio valley aro 
resuming work on this account, and all 
the firms are granting the scale price de­ 
m anded by the m iners.” 
But the exhaustion of the gas measure 
is by no m eans confined to Ohio. The 
eame paper notes the lessened yield of 
the wells which supply Pittsburg. 
We 
q u o te: 
I t appears th at the scarcity of gas in 
the 
local 
manufacturing plants has 
m ade itself felt very strongly this morn 
ing. 
Several ef the mills along Penn 
avenne are only working on night turn, 
because they cannot get a sufficient 
pressure of gas in tbeir works, while 
others had to shut down altogether. 
A part of Jones’ A Laughlin’s Ameri­ 
can Iron W orks was closed this morning 
because there was not enough gas to ruu 
them all. All the puddling departments, 
employing 400 men, were shut down. 
A t the Republic Iron Works 300 men in 
the plate mill ceased work because the 
prefl8ure was too low to run the works. 
The Pittsburg and WeBtern car-build 
ing shops, in Allegheny, the Beymer, 
Bauman A Co. Lead W orks and several 
other manufacturing places in Allegheny 
suffered a shut-down on the same ac­ 
count. 
This looks like the beginning of the 
end. Fortunately for Pittsburg and her 
future, she is the center of the largest 
And most reliable single bituminous coal 
beds in the country, and all she will 
have to do will be to remodel her fur­ 
naces. The dem onstrated fact that these 
deposits of natural gas have been proven 
■at to be inexhaustible ought by no 
m eans to prevent the exploitation of our 
own natural gas measures, which are 
probably quite as extensive as 
were 
those 
of 
Pittsburg 
and the 
Ohio 
valley.

I shall have no diffi­ 
culty in selling these oranges for $3 a 
box, which will guarantee me about $400 
an acre.” The Judge m ight have added 
that four years from now his returns 
from this orchard will be doubled. 
It is 
hard to estim ate the value of lauds from 
which such results are obtainable. One 
of the brightest points in the horoscope 
of Los Angeles connty is the revival of 
her orange interests, following upon the 
extirpation of the scale. 


Some fanciful people in the up country 
are amusing themselves with the idea 
that Los Angelos is writhing under a 
severe eclipee.

Beethoven, Gluck, Meyerbeer, Mo­ 
zart aud Iferlloz. 
Beethoven is the greatest epoc writer 
among musicians, the greatest philoso­ 
pher, and the greatest apostle. The pas­ 
toral symphony íb a confession of pan­ 
theistic faith, the symphony 
with 
choruses is the universal gospel of Social­ 
ism. This Michael Augelo of music is of 
ail musicians the man with the widest 
reach, by which I do not mean that he 
soars higher than all the rest, but that in 
his flight he takes in the largest space, 
and covers with the shadow of his im­ 
mense pinions the greatost stretch of 
earth. 
Glnck is the greatest tragedian. He is 
a Green, a true son of ÁOdchylus and 
Sophocles. He wai born with the psplus 
on his shoulders and the cothurnus on 
his feet. His work is like ancient statu­ 
ary, with (! -apery at once magnificently 
rich and simply graceful and noble. His 
is grand art, kept constantly at the eame 
high level of patho». 
Next to the limpid clearness of Mozart, 
to the breadth and height of an opera 
like Don Oiovanni, Rossini 
is the 
clearest of musicians and the most capa­ 
cious and highest of lyrical writers. To 
a fertile imagination he unites an in­ 
finite variety of tones, and his work may 
be summed up in two very different 
masterpieces cf character, The Barber 
of Seville and William Tell. 
Meyerbeer is a master, but he is not a 
genius. 
The musical material, tho 
dough, so to speak, which he kneads, is 
of secondary quality; in his field tares 
are mixed with good wheat. Hie inspira­ 
tion is often brilliant, but never abso­ 
lutely pure; it may be likened toe 
monstrous diamond which is not of tha 
first water. 
Still he is capable of mag­ 
nificent flights, as seen in Le Proplxete, 
even more than in Lee Huguenots, al­ 
though the latter opera is more popular 
than tho former—a fact which, no doubt, 
is the reason why artists are inclined to 
prefer the former. 
Berlioz’s is a musical nature that has 
lost its balance. He is a fanciful, a 
strange creature; he suffers and weeps, 
he despairs or goes frantic. The pas­ 
sionate Ride of things grips him like a 
vice. He has been called “the Jupite.* 
of music,” but he is a Jupiter who often 
capsizes, a god who is the slave of his 
mssions and his rage. Yet, withal he 
ias masterly qualities, marvelouB in his 
coloring, he handles his in»trumentation, 
the painter’s brush of the musician, with 
a touch both certain and powerful. Then, 
again, in the midst of wonderful pages 
comes carelessness or awkwardness of 
management that betrays his late and 
defective training in technique. In a 
word, his was an imperfect genius.—

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A SUMMER HEALTH RESORT. 


A ll Ib c E lem en ts l e a s t Here, in 
s a d A bo u t Eos A n geles 
[By William H. Dukeman, M. D., Los Angeles.) 
Physicians in search of climatic aid 
have been led to send their patients to 
the various summer places of note, such 
as the Catskill and Adirondack mount­ 
ains of New Y ork; the White mountains 
of New H am pshire; Berkshire, M ase.; 
A tlantic City and Long Branch, N. J .; 
Aiken, 8. Ü .; Asheville, N. 0 .; Denver, 
Col., and numerous other places at 
home, as well as many renowned places 
abroad. 
. 
After careful study of this climate, 1 
will attem pt to show that we can add to 
the list a health resort of superior advan­ 
tages, the Pacific Slope of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and particularly as a summer re­ 
sort. 
A visit to this sunny land of a 
section of country lying along the Pacific 
Coast, situated between latitude thirty- 
two and thirty-five degtees north, and 
between longitude one hundred 
and 
seventeen and one hundred and twenty 
degrees west, and comprising a portion 
of each of the four counties of San Diego, 
Los Angeles, V entura and Santa Bar­ 
bara, very favorably impresses the writer 
of the superior natural sanitary advan­ 
tages offered, as being an almost perfect, 
health resort. 
Much has been said and written in 
reference to this section of country, as 
being a very favorable winter resort 
But as a summer resort it is far super­ 
ior. 
Both seasons, however, have their 
own pecnliar advantages, and as a winter 
resort it has no equal. 
And Southern 
California is rightly termed “ the sunny 
land,” “ the land of blue sky,” “ the 
paradise of the world.” 
In speaking of this, I have reference 
to th at slope of land along the const, 
from the city of San Diego to Santa 
Barbara, extending eastward for fifty 
miles from the coast to what is known hs 
the Sierra Madre mountains, including 
the 
fertile 
valleys 
and 
undulat­ 
ing foothills 
and 
mountain 
spurs, 
until 
an 
elevation 
of 
6,000 
feet 
is reached; and in which is contained 
the prosperous cities of Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Pasadena, Santa Barbara, Santa 
Ana, etc., and the seaside resorts of 
Santa Monica, Long Beach, Coronado 
and Catalina island, at which places 
bathing in the surf of the Pacific gives 
new charm and zest to our wearied ex­ 
istence. 
Let us carefully make note of the fol­ 
lowing tables, as compiled from the 
United States Signal Service Reports of 
the Los Angeles station. 
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Table Showing Temperature (Fahrenheit), Humidity (per cent.) and 
State of Weather for the Colder Six Months. 
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Table Showing Temperature (Fahrenheit), Humidity (per cent.), and 
J 
State of Weather for the Warmer Six Months. 
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e> 
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From the above tables we learn that 
th e temperature for the warmer six 
m onths is a very few degrees higher 
th a t the colder six m onths; that during 
the 
heated 
part 
of 
the 
day 
the 
mercury runs very little higher during 
the summer than during the winter; 
th a t the mean relative humidity is com­ 
paratively lower in summer than in 
w inter; and we have more clear and 
fair days, and less cloudy days, and no 
rainy days in summer, giving us every 
day to be out of doors. 
From the above tables we learn that 
during the warmer six m onths wo had, 
out of the 184 days, 100 clear days, 68 
fair days, or 168 sunshine days, and only 
10 cloudy days. Of th e 16 cloudy days, 
only on six different days did rain fall; 
three light showers occurred in daytime, 
and three light showerB at night. Dur­ 
ing these six warmer months we find 
th at the highest tem perature was only 
98 degrees Fahrenheit, and from United 
States Signal Service reports I find that 
it reached this point but twice, once in 
the month of September and once in the 
m onth of October. 
And on but very few 
days 
did 
the tem perature run up 
in the nineties. Generally the tempera­ 
ture, duriDg the hottest part of the 
day,rarely reaches 95 degrees Fahrenbeit, 
and this always occurs between the hours 
of 10 a. m. and 2 p. m ., after which 
there is a cool breeze blowing from the 
ocean. The heat, 
therefore, is at no 
tim e oppressive, b ut tb s weather 
is 
always comfortable, always cool in the 
sh ad e; and as night approaches it grows 
from ten to twenty degrees cooler, m ak­ 
ing it very comfortable, and neceseary at 
all tim es of the year to sleep under 
blankets. 
As th e nights are alwayB 
•ool, one gets 
good, 
restful 
sleep, 
from which 
he 
awakes 
refreshed 
It 
is 
generally 
remarked 
that 
a 
person 
requires 
more 
sleep 
iu this climate than in a colder one—at 
least he is inclined to sleep more, and 
the consumptive rests in peace. I t is to 
be noticed that we have no foggv days, 
B ut at certain tim es of the year, as night 
approaches, a fog blows in from the 
ocean, and sometimes in the morning we 
have a high fog, having the appearance 
of being cloudy. The relative humidity 
falls as the temperature rises, thus reliev­ 
ing us of that depressing feeling daring 
the heated term. Take any given day, 


the temperature at 7 a. m. being 70 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, the relative humidity is 
about eighty-five per cent. 
From 10 a. 
m. to 1 p. m., the hottest part of the day, 
when the temperature may be 85 or 90 
degrees Fahrenheit, the relative humidity 
will be as low as fifty-five or sixty per 
cent. 
From this we learn why the heat is 
never oppressive, and why sunstrokes 
never occur, and wby one does not sweat 
away in perspiration and seek the ice- 
cooler for comfort. 
From the above table it will be seen 
that there are only four of the six warmer 
months where the average temperature 
reaches only 67 degrees Fahrenheit. And 
we also learn that the mean temperature 
for the six warmer m onths, for the past 
ten years, has been at the average stand­ 
ard of only 67 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
months of May and October are of about 
the same temperature, or several degrees 
cooler, averaging 
about 
62 degrees 
Fahrenheit for the past ten years. 
Here, in the eix warmer m onths, we 
find comfort and peace from oppressive 
h e it in a balmy climate. The clearness 
and purity of the atmosphere is rem ark­ 
ably refreshing and invigorating. There 
are no windy, nor wet, nor dam p, nor 
foggy days, which gives us every day to 
be oat in the open air, inhaling a pure 
aseptic atmosphere. 
D r. Bodington, of 
W arwickshire, forty years ago, s a id : 
“ To live in, and breathe freely, the open 
air, without hoing deterred by wind or 
weather, is one im portant and essential 
remedy in arresting the progress of 
phthisis.” 
Regarding the attractiveness of the 
scenery, those who have travelled much 
and visited this section of country are at 
once captivated with its grandeur and 
beauty, and generally concur in the 
opinion that there is no place so charm ­ 
ing. 
I t abonnds in majestic mountain 
heights and cliffs, and romantic cafions 
and ravines, and fertile valleys of exquis­ 
ite beauty, and rippling streams finding 
their way from the mountains to the great 
Pacific. 
Los Angeles, from its central 
position, can boast of many attractive 
drives over good roads to local places of 
interest, over rounding blnffB and beau­ 
tiful valleys, 
to points commanding 
views of billowy hills and distant am- 
phitheu're of mountains, of most beauti­ 
ful scenery, and a charm ing foothill 
drive to the ocean. 
Los Angeles is a beautiful, thriving 
,:ity of about 80 000 inhabitants. 
The 
principal streets are paved with asphalt 
or bituminous rock, and are kept clean 
by being swept clean everjr night. 
An 
outfall sewer to the ocean is soon to be 
cooFtrncted. 
The resident portion of the city con­ 
tains some of the most beautiful homes 
in America. 
They are surrounded by 
large gieen lawns, laid out with ex­ 
quisite taste and beauty, and contain a 
variety of evergreen trees and palms, 
and semi-tropical plants and flowers of 
all descriptions. 
There is a beautiful 
park in the heart of the city, and several 
other parks are being laid out und deco­ 
rated in an elaborate manner. 
The city contains numerous finely con­ 
structed private hotels for the accommo­ 
dation of the tourist and invalid, built in 
the resident portion of the city, away 
from the noise of the business portion of 
the city. 
Seventeen miles westward from Los 
AngeleB 
is 
the 
seaside 
resort, 
Ranta 
Monica, 
where 
surf-bathing 
the warm coast stream is most 
enjoyaH , and can be indulged in every 
m onth in the year. Twenty miles south­ 
ward is the seaside resort, Long Beach, 
and five miles from this, westward, i» 
the Poit of San Pedro, where a steam er 
awaits the tourist for an ocean voyage of 
thirty miles, to Catalina island, which 
place is a rapidly growing, popular sum ­ 
mer resort. 
Good hotels with good ac­ 
commodation will be found at each of 
these places, open to tourists during the 
summer months. 
About one hundred miles southward 
from Los Angeles .is Coronado Beach, 
with its renownod Hotel del Coronado of 
750 rooms, beautifully situated, with 
grounds laid out with exquisite taste and 
beauty, and wide, magnificent views of 
mountain, ocean and hay scenery, and 
whose surf-bathing is most pleasant and 
enjoyable, and where the sunny days 
pass away almost like a dream . 
Regarding the healtbfnlness of this 
section of Southern* California, statistics 
prove it to he the most healthful spot in 
America. 
From the Board ot H ealth re­ 
ports of the prevailing diseases, we learn 
that cholera infantum 
is an almost 
unknown 
disease among 
the 
little 
ones, 
which in 
our 
eaetern 
cities 
carries away thousands upon thousands 
during the summer m onths. Diarrhoea 
and dysentery, which also swell the 
death-liet up in the tens of thousands, 
are indeed of very rare occurrence, and 
the fear of the death of the babe from 
these diseases, by those mothers who 
have lived East, is a thing of the past 
with them. 
Ao there is no stagnant water nor damp 
soil for the decomposition of vegetable 
m atter for the development of malaria, 
interm ittent and rem ittent fevers are 
equally as rare. 
The purity of the water, which íb 
derived from 
the 
mountains, which 
is free from contamination of sewerage 
and decomposed anim al or vegetable 
m atter, gives us almost perfect im m un­ 
ity from the more common zymotic dis­ 
eases. 
W hen, however, such diseases 
do occur they usually run a mild course. 
The even state of the tem perature, 
with no days of oppressive h e a t; the 
purity of the atmosphere, with a low rel­ 
ative hum idity; and every day to be out 
of doors, makes this section of the coun­ 
try a most desirable one for consuinp- 
tives. A patient with phthisis should 
come here in due tim e and rem ain at 
least two or three years, when in all 
probability, with due care, the progress 
of the disease will he erreHted. 
Many 
such persons I see daily. The name may 
be said of those who ore afflicted with 
diseases of the kidneys. 
Having a climate hero which is con­ 
ducive to sleep, and which acts as a se­ 
dative to the nervous system to th e many 
who are afflicted with nervous trouble, 
the result of overwork, or from other 
causes, for them no better place can be 
found on the face of the globe. 
A case of pneum onia, which recently 
occurred in my practice, I here desire to 
report, as it will give evidence of the 
mildness and aseptic condition of the at 
moephere, and show how such a fatal 
disease as pneumonia can be successfully 
treated in this climate. The patient, a 
young m an, 22 years of age, had been 
working on street paving. On the night 
of May 2d he had the initial chill and 
pain on his right side below th e nipple. 
He was very anxious to keep at bis 
work, and didso until the8th tost., when 
almost exhausted and greatly emaci 
atod, he consulted me for shortness of 
breath and soreness of the right side of 
hiB chest. 
On examination I found 
there was consolidation of the whole of 
the right lung. 
H e never kept his bed, 
but passed most of the day out in the 
open air, sitting in the park, as he lived 
only one block away, and walked to my 
office every day, a distance of three 
blocks. |H e gradually recovered, and in 
the course of four weeks he w ent to work 
again aa well and strong a man aa ever,

and it will tickle their fancy to have a 
sweet, dainty card, all of their own, to 
write this message on. 
Size No. 2 wUl be used for ordinary 
purposes of correspondence, the Post­ 
master General thinks, jnst as it is now, 
but size No. 3, he believes, will fill a long 
felt want to the mercantile community 
for advertising purposes. 
When the 
great Wanamaker shop, for instance, 
wants to give a weather report and a 
floor-walkers’ directory and a long and 
familiar talk to its lady customers about 
babies' wraps and children’s school 
Umbrellas, it ought to have room to 
spread itself out. The cramped dimen­ 
sions of the old-fashioned card did very 
well for the cramped dimensions of the 
old-fashioned announcements; hut the 
slap-ybu-on the-back etyle of advertise­ 
ment which has sprung into existence 
since Philadelphia became the leading 
retail market of the world has quite out­ 
grown such bounds. 
Naturally there is a great deal of 
amusement over this whole postal card 
performance. The size chosen for the 
largest card is one which every pjsL- 
master in the country will condemn, be­ 
cause it is going to give him a lot of 
trouble in making up his packages of 
mail, and the cards are certain to be torn 
and broken on the edges in transit.
